COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
interim committee on urban af­ 
fairs- today is expected to adopt 
a report advocating far-reaching 
legislative proposals to solve the 
problems of cities. 
The chairman of the Legisla­ 
tive Service Commission study 
committee, Sen. Ralph S. Regula 
R-29 Navarre, said in an inter­ 
view that the state has to take 
the iniiative in helping metro­ 
politan areas to fight and to 
prevent urban blight. 
Regula said cities and their 
suburbs should not be fighting 
each other and the state in their 
competition for the tax dollar. 
“What everybody forgets is 
that there is only one set of 
taxpcyers,” he said. “There 
should be an assignment of pri 
orities. The question to be an­ 
swered is where do you assign 
responsibility." 
Regula, who ironically comes 
from a small town which has 
none of the problems of a Cleve­ 
land or a Cincinnati, said it was 
time to develop regional out 
looks with a look at entire met­ 
ropolitan areas even though 
many governments were in­ 
volved. 
The report is expected to in 
elude the following recommend­ 
ations:

Ohio Senate 
Studies Lower 
Voting Age 


All Responsibilities 
Of Adulthood Would 
Come At Age 19 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
resolution aimed at giving 19- 
year-olds all the privileges and 
responsibilities of adulthood was 
expected to be introduced in the 
Ohio Senate today. 
The resolution was timed to 
coincide with floor action in the 
Senate on a resolution to lower 
the voting age from 21 to 19. 
If adopted by both Houses, it 
would be submitted to a vote of 
the people in November. 
Hie Senate is expected to ap­ 
prove the resolution sponsored 
by Sen. Oakley C. Collins, R-18 
Ironton, since it has the support 
of Gov. James A. Rhodes and 
both political parties. 
Sens. Stanley J. Aronoff R-8 
Cincinnati, and Michael J. Ma­ 
loney, R-7 Cincinnati, are spon­ 
soring the resolution to have 19- 
year-olds legally considered as 
adults. 
Their resolution provides that 
if the voting age in Ohio is low­ 
ered to 19, the Ohio General 
Assembly would be “obliged” to 
consider all statutes in which 
age is a factor and change the 
legal age of maturity to 19. 
The two said 19 should also 
be the age when youths should 
be responsible for contracts, 
debts, torts and marriage and 
be able to drink liquor. 
Maloney said he was in favor 
of giving 19-year-olds the right 
to vote “as long as we don't 
form a double standard." 
He said he didn’t understand 
the reasoning behind lowering 
the vote and having the “re­ 
vised code full of distinctions 
between those who are under 21 
and those who are over 21. 
Floor action is also expected 
today in tile House on a bill to 
create* four state holidays on 
Monday to conform to a new 
federal law and to assure long 
weekends for employes benefit­ 
ing from the holidays.

Kennedy- 
slain as he left a celebration of 
his California Democratic Presi­ 
dential primary victory. 
Mayor Sam Yorty revealed 
the existence of the diaries soon 
after the shooting. Sirius had 
written, Yorty said, "of the ne­ 
cessity of killing Sen. Kennedy 
before June 5, 1968." That date 
was the first anniversary of the 
Arab-Israeli war. 
Others have said the note­ 
books are filled with inscription 
after inscription vowing death 
for the New York senator who 
had supported more U.S. mili­ 
tary aid for Israel. 
Cooper had argued that the 
notebooks were seized illegally 
without a search warrant and 
without permission of the de 
fendant.

with’’—away and returned them 
unwashed and fUled with drink­ 
ing water. 
At least seven crewmen were 
•rte' listed as witnesses on today’s 


court schedule. The Navy has 
said it plans to hesr the entire 
crew. 
Lewis was asked his view as a 
14-year Navy commissaryman 
of the quaUty and quantity of 
food in the North Korean prison. 
“Poor," Lewis said. “Very 
poor." 
“Enough to sustain life?" 
“That's just about it,' Lewis 
said. He later gave an estimate 
of 500 calories a day. Few adult 
American ifeales average under 
3,000. 
Lewis was one of ll crewmen 
who appeared Monday to re­ 


count their treatment at the 
hands of the North Koreans and 
their efforts to resist and defy 
their tormentors. 
Lewis, a Negro, said he was 
questioned in prison at length 
about the condition of Negroes 
in the United States. 
“I told them we were aU rich 
and happy," he said with 
a 
smile. 
He said his treatment was nei­ 
ther more nor less harsh than 
that of his shipmates. 
Seaman Richard J. Rogala 
testified that when forced under 


threat of death to write a 
confession of aUeged crimes, he 
concealed in the text the Morse 
Code symbols for “this is a Ue." 
All witnesses were questioned 
by Navy lawyers about their 
grasp of the U.S. Code of Con­ 
duct. Under it, prisoners are ad­ 
monished to reveal to captors 
only their name, rank, serial 
number and date of birth. 
Engineman L.C. Rushel Blan- 
sett of Orange, Calif., said he 
thought that through torture the 
North Koreans could have got­ 
ten him to sign “whatever they 
wanted.’’

Heavy Snow 
Closes Roads 
In Mountains 


SANTA PAULA, Calif. (AP) 
— Thousands of Californians 
fled floods and new earthslides 
as a record rain still poured to­ 
day. Highway washouts cut off 
rescues of the stranded. 
An estimated 6,000 persons 
were evacuated throughout the 
night in six counties from Fres­ 
no south. 
Rains 
from the 
three-day 
storm pushed totals to new 
highs for the first two months of 
the year. For example, about 44 
inches in San Luis Obispo and 
about 24 inches in Los Angeles. 
Blizzards closed roads and 
isolated the eastern approaches 
to the High Sierra where a 
week-long search has been un­ 
der way for an airliner lost with 
35 persons aboard. 
The biggest evacuation was in 
Santa Paula, a Ventura County 
community of 18,000 about 60 
miles northwest of Los Angeles 
and only a few miles west of 
Sespe Creek, where January 
rains swept nine persons to 
their deaths. 
Police evacuated 4,000 per­ 
sons as swollen Santa Paula 
Creek flooded the east end of 
town. After drenching weekend 
rains, three inches of new rain 
fell Monday and another three 
inches was predicted. 
A flood two feet deep rolled 
through town, inundating stores. 
It was the second time in less 
than a month that floods forced 
Santa Paula residents to evacu­ 
ate their homes, and officials 
said the majority fled leaving 
their belongings behind. 
About IO miles east of Santa 
Paula, an estimated 350 to 400 
residents evacuated the Fill­ 
more area in the face of high 
floodwater from two rivers and 
a creek 
In the Ojai Valley to the 
northeast, 600 persons spent the 
night in schools to escape foot- 
deep flooding in the Camp Bart­ 
lett and Rancho Sesne areas. 
City streets at Fresno in cen­ 
tral California were flooded, 
and sandbags were used to hold

The Criminal District Court 
trial is in its sixth week.

Drop In GNP To Be Slow 


With the year only in its second 
month, it is already apparent the drop 
in the real gross national product 
predicted for this year is not going 
to materialize. The volume of spending 
by consumers, business and all levels 
of government is continuing at a high 
level. 
A slight slowdown in the real growth 
of the economy has been noted over 
the high pace of early 1968, and a fur­ 
ther slowdown may be expected later 
in the year. As one New York banking 
institution 
noted 
in 
its 
February 
newsletter, “the main impact of a 
tighter 
monetary 
policy 
ordinarily 
takes months to work its way through 
the economy,” and the effects of the 
more restrictive policy “may not show 
u d in GNP figures until late 1969 or 
1970.” 
The present high level of consumer 


spending is further proof of the inability 
of federal officials — or anyone else 
— to predict with reasonable accuracy 
the turn of economic events. It should 
serve as a warning that a dynamic 
economy such as this one is not easily 
manipulated. 
Also, it should be recognized that 
policies 
designed to 
cool 
off 
an 
overheated economy may overreact by 
p^or timing. If it will take many more 
months for the tighter money policy 
to take effect than originally envisoned, 
it may also take longer to level out 
tile downward curve when restrictions 
are eased. 
Undoubtedly this is what President 
Nixon has in mind when he refers to 
“f*ne tuning” of the economy. Whether

Monday to grant a hearing to a

Nebraska law, which applies 
only to inmates of the Beatrice 
State Home for the Feeble- 
Minded, provides that steriliza­ 
tion may be imposed by a board 
of examiners as a condition for 
parole or discharge. Mire. Oavitt 
is an inmate at the home. 
In 1964, 1965 and 1966, Nebras­ 
ka sterilized ll males and 16 fe­ 
males. 


No Death Penalty Arguments 
Slated In Ohio Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee this session will be spared 
listening to the emotional argu­ 
ments for abolishing the death 
penalty. 
* “There is no sense in bringing 
in hundreds of people to testify,** 
Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-72 North­ 
field said after a committee 
meeting Monday night. 
Ocasek, the sponsor of a con­ 
stitutional amendment to abolish 
capital punishment, explained 
that two committee members, 
Sens. Howard C. Cook, R - I 
Toledo, and James K. Leedy, 
R-19 Wooster, would “still be 
against it.,” 
“There is no sense in antag­ 
onizing them,** Ocasek said. 
Last 
session 
the Judiciary 
Committee, which has the same 
membership this session, finally 
reported out Ocasek’s measure 
but it never came up for a vote 
in the Senate. 
Ocasek announced at the com­ 
mittee meeting that about 20 
chapters of the Anti • Capital 
Punishment Committee of Ohio 
will hold' a panel discussion on 
capital punishment at 8:30 to­ 
night at the Neil House. 
“I have spared the committee 
this deluge of people—about 150 
are coming,” he said. “The 
question for the committee to 
resolve is whether the issue of 
capital punishment is important 
enough to be put to a vote of 
the people.’* 
If adopted by both houses, 


Ocasek’s resolution would be put 
on the ballot at the November. 
1969, election. 
Ocasek said he did not “anti­ 
cipate” that any proponents oi 
the resolution would testify be­ 
fore the committee. 
The Fraternal Order of Police 
indicated that it would testify 
against the resolution at the 
committee’s hearing next Mon­ 
day night. 
When 
asked why 
he 
was 
against the death penalty, Oca­ 
sek said it was because he felt 
“it’s wrong to take a person’s 
life” and because he felt a per­ 
son who commits a crime is 
mentally ill. 
The senator said 27 men are 
now on death row at the Ohio 
Penitentiary. He explained that 
there were 28, but one has been 
transferred to Lima as crimin­ 
ally insane. 
He said he did not believe the 
death penalty is a deterrent to 
crime. He explained that when 
the convicts rioted at the pen­ 
itentiary last summer he did not 
feel they were “thinking” about 
the consequences of “going to 
the chair.” 


Union Mergers 
Seen In Cards 


Conglomerates 
Bring Need 


MIAMI BEACH, Fit. (AP) — 
AFL-CIO 
President 
George 
Meany says more union merg­ 
ers may be in the cards to deal 
more effectively with big bual 
ness conglomerates which orirg 
several different types of com 
ponies under one corporate roof. 
“Some 
people 
are 
talklig 
about Tabor conglomerates,’ as 
an answer to union problems in 
dealing with such business com 
bines,” Meany said. 
The 
number 
of 
AFL-CIO 
unions, representing a total oi1 
13.6 million workers, has been 
reduced in recent months from 
129 to 122 by union mergers and 
Meany said “I wouldn’t be sur­ 
prised if there were more merg­ 
ers.” 
The trend of corporate con­ 
glomerates in recent years has 
caused organized labor difficul­ 
ties by forcing unions with dif­ 
ferent problems in separate in­ 
dustries to deal with the same 
management. 
“Unions are finding out they 
do better together if they are in 
the same field,” Meany said at 
a final news conference wrap­ 
ping up two weeks of labor 
meetings here. 
He told newsmen that while 
the AFL-CIO does not interfere 
in the internal matter of union 
mergers, the federation encour­ 
ages them as an answer to cor­ 
poration mergers. 


In California, the medical di­ 
rector of a state hospital can or­ 
der the sterilization of any men­ 
tally retarded or mentally ill pa­ 
tient, subject to the objections 
of relatives or friends. The ob­ 
jections may, however, be over 
ruled by a court. 
Dr. William F. Sheeley, com­ 
missioner of the Indiana State 
Department of Mental Health, 
ordered on Monday the steriliza­ 
tion of two women mental pa­ 
tients—the first such orders in 
21 months. 
“It’s a job I don’t like,” he 
said. 
Indiana law provides for steri 
lization, after open hearings, of 
the feeble-minded, epileptic and 
hereditary insane if tile action is 
deemed to be “in the best inter 
ests of the patient and of socie­ 
ty.” 
In Maine, a subject in a state 
institution may be sterilized by 
consent of guardian or relatives 
or by court order. The state has 
had one such case in the past 
five years. 
Maine residents not in an in 
stitution may be sterilized upon 
the approval of a three-doctor 
board for “the prevention of re 
production of 
further feeble­ 
mindedness or for therapeutic 
treatment of certain forms 
of 
mental disease.’ Sterilizations 
in this category average about 
five a year. 
Wisconsin law authorizes the 
sterilization of institution in 
mates if there is unanimous 
agreement by a surgeon, psy 
dualist and institution director 
that “procreation is iliad vis 
able.” The state has not steri 
lized anybody in the past two 
years. 
The sixth state with a sterili 
zation law is North Carolina 
Mrs. Skie L. Casebolt, executive 
secretary of the State Eugenics 
Board says: “I can’t remember 
the last time we had a hearing 
In North Carolina cases may 
be'brought before the eugenics 
board by any penal or charta 
ble institution, mental hospital 
or welfare organization.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 
Lugging two powerful, television 
cameras, Mariner 6 sped oui 
course toward Mars today. 
The unmanned Mariner cast a 
glow visible for miles Monday 
night as it rocketed from Cape 
Kennedy, Fla. S c i e n t i s t s 
tracked it for 4Vi hours, then 
locked its navigation equipment 
on two guide points, the sun and 
Canotpus, the brightest star in 
the southern hemisphere. 
Ahead lay a five-month, 226.3 
million mile journey 
Controllers at the Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory in Pasadena 
plan

Mariner’s

Many Ohio Political Subdivisions In Money Trouble

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Cities from Lake Erie to the 
Ohio River and in between a^e 
in deep water. Not from floods, 
but mcney worries. 
An Associated Press survey 
shows municipalities — large 
and small — are struggling to 
keen from sinking u n d e r a I 
mountain ol financial woes. 
There s just not enough mon­ 
ey coming into the till to keep 
everybody happy. And they re­ 
port prospects are dim that the 
situation will ease soon. 
Mayor M. E. Sensenbrenner 
of Columbus says: “Services 
will have to be cut. In all 
probability police and firemen 
will have to be laid off. No city 
can end in the red. We’ve got to 
have a balanced budget. We 
can’t spend money we don’t 
have. We can’t have the serv­ 
ices the people want without 
more money.” 
This very well could be the 
mayor of Cleveland speaking. 
or Canton, Marion, Toledo, Fre­ 
mont or Massillon. 
Toledo is caught in a financial 
squeeze in the second year of 
a two-year $4 million pay raise- 
fringe benefit program for its 
3,800 municipal employes. 
Hamilton is faced with a pos­ 


sible deficit of $388,749 by the 
end of the year. 
Marion Mayor Eugene A. Ya- 
zel predicts his city could be 
forced into a deficit operation. 
City Auditor Rembert Wooley is 
more blunt, warning that Mari­ 
on must avoid any major new 
expenditures or face ultimate 
financial crises. 
Cuyahoga 
County 
commis­ 
sioners have proposed three 
new taxes to meet their fi­ 
nancial needs. 
Fremont city officials are 
hoping. . . hoping for addition­ 
al revenue from existing taxes 
to take care of their needs. 
Except where politics and ab­ 
solute 
n e c e s s i t y 
dictate, 
Youngstown does not fill all city 
jobs as established in the salary 
ordinance. Why? Not enough 
money. 
Not enough money. This has 
become the cry of mayors and 
city 
and 
c o u n t y 
officials 
throughout the state. They are, 
in short, all caught in a finan­ 
cial wringer. 
They say they can’t provide 
new services and it’s a struggle 
to expand present ones. In fact,

Gerhardt also encourages pri­ 
vate enterprise to lend a hand, 
providing specialists on a civic 
basis to help solve problems. 
Youngstown has initiated a 
microfilming program in the fi­ 
nance department to save mon­ 
ey through reduction in the pur­ 
chase of filing cabinets and in 
storage space.

By STEVE DRAKE 
Associated Press Writer 
The assembly-line nature of 
Ohio’s — and the nation’s — 
educational system is beginning 
to backfire.

Harold Strickland, Ohio field 
director of the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP), said 
unrest is caused by a lack of 
communication, a conflict of au­ 
thority and a reflection of the 
tension of the times. 
There is usually a specific 
cause for student eruptions in 
each of Ohio’s major cities—a 
Black Xenia cheerleader cheers 
for a black wrestler of an op­ 
posing school; a black history 
course for Springfield: a poster 
for Negro History Week is re­ 
moved at a Columbus junior 
high school. 
But the real root cf student 
disturbances is to be found in 
the basics of the entire educa­ 
tional system. 
“Education is composed of 
three basic parts—people, pro­ 
grams and the institution,” says 
Dr. Jack R. Frymier, chairman 
of faculty and curriculum at 
Ohio State University’s College 
of Education. 
Dr. Frymier blames student 
and teacher unrest on problems 
in all three areas. 
The rigidity of the education­ 
al system—its inability to eval­ 
uate criticism and change—is a 
major cause of the unrest, he 
said. 
“When people are unhappy, 
they take their complaints to the 
groper authority,” Dr. Frymier 
said. “If they are successful, 
the problem is solved. But if 
they are unsuccessful, they have 
only three choices: give in and 
submit to the authority; with­ 
draw, either mentally or phys­ 
ically, or rebel.” 
“Education has no rational 
mechanism for change,” he ob­ 
served. “The unrest will contin­ 
ue and grow until the system 
changes, becomes more flexible 
and is able to view criticism and 
adopt to it.” 
The second basic component 
of education is made up of the 
programs and curriculum stu­ 
dents are required to follow. 
“Educational 
p r o g r a m s 
throughout the nation have been 
constructed piecemeal and ran­ 
domly with little regard for con­ 
tinuity,” said Dr. Frymier. “Ed­ 
ucators have tailored curricu­ 
lum for the group. But individ­ 
uals — not groups — learn. It’s 
the same as a doctor prescrib­ 
ing medication before he has 
seen the patient.” 
Strickland said the curricu­ 
lum needs to be individualized 
so it fits the needs of each pu­ 
pil. 
“The program must be alive, 
exciting and relevant,” Frymier 
said. “But they are far short of 
this. Students are forced to learn 
useless facts — such as how 
many miles of railroads there 


were in Ohio in 1890.” 
Programs and curriculum are 
designed similar to an assem­ 
bly line of a factory, he said. 
“If 
the 
student 
completes 
a specified number of parts of 
each subject, the product will 
be finished in 12 years.” 
But not all students meet the 
average standards for which the 
programs are designed. 
The brilliant, fast-learning stu­ 
dents are held back, stifled. 
The teachers are not, able to 
devote the time necessary to 
push and challenge their minds. 
The curriculum makes no allow­ 
ance for the third grader who 
reads on a sixth grade level or 
for the sixth grader who can do 
high school calculus or chem­ 
istry. 
Teachers in many districts do 
not have the time to give addi­ 
tional help to the slow-learning 
students — excluding mentally 
retarded 
children 
for 
whom 
there are special schools. Many 
teachers are forced to set their 
slow readers “off to the side” 
so they can keep the rest of the 
class moving at the pace re­ 
quired to meet the requirements 
for entrance into the next grade 
level. 
The third basic component of 
education is the teachers. 
“Unfortunately they are less 
capable and not as well trained 
as members of other profes­ 
sions,” 
Dr. 
Frymier 
said. 
“Teachers need to be alive, ex­ 
citing, powerful and loving.” 
They have the awesome re 
sponsibility of instructing — or 
too often babysitting—the state’s 
more than 2,700,000 students. 
Many times this requires that 
they implement programs and 
curriculum with which they vio­ 
lently disagree, but have no 
power to change. The result is 
growing militancy and a demand 


for more say in educational pro-1 
grams. 
‘Teachers are treated as in-1 
terchangeable units and utilized 
in similar ways whatever their 
experience, career desires, mo­ 
tivations, talents or ability to 
assume additional responsibili­ 
ty,” writes Rozanne Weissman 
of the National Education Asso­ 
ciation in the latest issue of the 
Ohio 
Education 
Association’s 
(OEA) Ohio Schools magazine. 
be replaced by an inexperienced 
graduate because the job of a 
veteran and novice teacher dif­ 
fers little. 
Dr. Stayner Brighton OEA 
executive secretary, said the 
larger associations of his 85,000 
member organization have taken 
the position that quality educa­ 
tion must he provided even if 
its cost forced schools to close 
before the school year is com­ 
plete. This happened in Youngs­ 
town in December. 
The OEA maintained the sys­ 
tem must provide a full cur­ 
riculum and modern text books. 
The system ran out of tax mon­ 
ey in November and closed the 
schools until new tax money 
was available in January. 
Teachers are overworked and 
underpaid. Even with the pass­ 
age of Senate Bill 350 late in 
1967 - which raised minimum 
salaries by at least $500 - Ohio 
ranks below most surrounding 


states and below the national 
average in teacher salaries. 
Ohio’s teachers were paid an 
average salary of $7,750 this 
year - $158 below the national 
average of $7,908. Michigan’s 
teachers received an average of 
$9,288; Indiana’s $8,100; Penn­ 
sylvania’s $7,855, Kentucky’s $6,- 
550, West Virginia’s $6,400, New 
York’s $9,000 and California’s 
$9,500. 
Both the OEA and the state 
department of educatioh are rec­ 
ommending 
t o u g h e r 
re­ 
quirements for teacher certifi­ 
cation 
a person cannot teach 
school without one.. 
Dr. 
Frymier goes further: 
“Teachers need to discipline 
themselves as do lawyers and 
doctors. They need a way of 
disbarring the inadequate teach­ 
ers who hurt the profession.” 
The inadequacies of the pro­ 
grams, people and the institu­ 
tion remain to be solved if Ohio’s 


children are to receive a qual­ 
ity education. 
But regardless, Dr. Brighton 
sounds the warning of the teach- 
ers-and perhaps the students: 
“If the airplane (the educa­ 
tional system) isn’t made safer 


and improved, we’re not going 
to fly it.”
